SUBJECT : Chairmanship of CGMOE 


1. X have reviewed the qualifications of possible 
candidates to serve as Chairman CONOR and concluded that 
those listed below are fully qualified but have not consulted 
any of them regarding their views. 

2. As you know, CONOR exists "for the purpose of 
providing a focal point for Information on, and for the 
coordinated development of foreign Intelligence requirements 
for, overhead reconnaissance projects and activities of the 
Government over denied areas (including foreign intelligence 
requirements during research and development phases of such 
projects and activities^” [DCID Ho. 2/7 J. 

3. The XG report on HPIC surfaced the need to modify 
existing machinery to coordinate the exploitation of the 
photography collected pursuant to CONOR requirements . Our 
most likely course is to adapt the present CONOR charter to 
handle both Jobs. Under these circumstances the new chairman 
of CONOR would play a different role than has his predecessor. 
The composition of the committee itself would also no doubt 
change . 


4. There is moreover the fact that we are dealing with 
a political situation In which DXA may be quite anxious to 
press a candidate of its own. And once in the chair, any 
civilian given the job will continually have to contend with 
the realities stemming from the fact that membership on the 
committee Is heavily weighed in favor of the military. An 
individual already known to the Intelligence Community and 
who commands the respect of Its senior members is obviously 
desirable If not essential.
